She took a copy of the page, but the date is not on it. The dis- 

crepancy is this- Mrs. Wincey Barfield is shown paying a tax on 

a clock, but she is not supposed to have married Ervin according 

to her widow's pension application until 1847,That’s ten years 
difference. I do recall that the library had a roll of micro- 


film for 1857, but didn't think to double check to see if this 


was the page. The copy she sent has a 3 and then 75 under it on 
the left corner.

Family Correspondence Chronicles Life in the South 


by Glen Browne - 

I had been sorting through hundreds of old letters 
dating from 1850, all of them piled in two large card- 
board boxes. Most of the covers bore fairly common 
U.S. adhesives, and I was disappointed. I had hoped to 
find some Confederate stamps. 

Then I came across a large pencil box with a sliding 
tray. I pulled out'the tray and there, in it, were just what 
I had been hoping for: covers with poorly printed 5-cent 
green and blue and 10-cent blue stamps. All were post- 
marked Mobile, Alabama, and the letters inside them 
were written in 1862. . 
~ One cover was franked with a different kind of 10-cent 
stamp — light blue and bearing the head of Jefferson 
Davis, with fine lines all around the portrait. This 
envelope, addressed to Gainesville, Alabama, had a faint 
Lauderdale Station, Mississippi, postmark. : 

Although I had been a collector for years, I had neve: 
seen a Confederate stamp before, except for the com- 
mon 5-cent blue C.S. Scott No. 6. I was experienced 
enough to have a Scott Specialized U.S. Catalogue, 
though, and later research showed that I had found C.S. 
Nos. 1, 2, and 4 on cover. Better yet, I had a very early 
usage of the 10-cent Frame Line, C.S. No. 10, with the

four lines almost complete. The letter in this cover, dated 
April 23, 1863, was written just four days after the stamp 
was issued. 

This philatelic odyssey began when my new wife and 
I went to visit her aunt and uncle in a small Alabama 
town. I knew that my bride’s family had been in the 
South for about 300 years, and I hoped that one of her 
relatives might have some old letters stored away. 

After a couple of days, the aunt brought out a heavy 
canvas bag that contained a bunch of old, odd-looking 
covers that had no stamps! Although I knew about 
stampless covers, I had never seen one first-hand. I ex- 
amined those in the bag and found such postmarks as, 
for example, an oval Chillicothe, Ohio, in red. This item 
was actually one large sheet of heavy paper folded into 
a cover, and the letter on the reverse side of the sheet 
was dated February 20, 1820. 

I also found both manuscript and circular markings 
from Russellville, Kentucky; a manuscript marking 
dated February 27, 1833, from Churchville, Virginia, 
a Jamaica, Virginia, manuscript August 1, 1834; and 
on and on for a total of twenty-eight stampless covers 
from ten different locales in the South, all dated from 
1809 to 1850. The earliest — with a letter of January

14, 1809, still enclosed — was hand- 
carried from Lexington, Kentucky, to the 
addressee, Dr. John L. Barret, King 
William, Virginia. 
These stampless covers were mailed 
from Ohio, Kentucky, Alabama, Georgia, — 


and Virginia (Figures 1-3). They had 
manuscript, circular, oval, and straight- 
line postmarks. And they were all part of 
the Barret family correspondence. 

When my wife and I returned home, I 
began a long study of the covers, the let- 
ters, the postal history, and the usages. 
Among the reference works I obtained was 
the American Stampless Cover Catalog. 
Later, I was able to inform the publisher 
of several colors and postmark dates not 
then mentioned in the catalogue. 

But I’m getting ahead of my story, 
because I certainly didn’t cut short my visit 
to begin that research. Instead, after see- 
ing the stampless covers, I asked if there 
were possibly any other letters around. 

My wife and her aunt explained that the 
home where the family had lived in Mobile 
for 100 years had been razed in 1933, but 
that the aunt had taken several cartons of 
correspondence with her to her new home, 
not far from Mobile. Fortunately, the Bar- 
ret family had a habit of saving everything, 
a habit that dated to the post-bellum years 
of privation under Yankee Carpetbagger 
government. Even more fortunately, they 
kept envelopes as well as letters. 

The aunt showed me into one of several 
garages, apologizing for the condition of 
the old cartons. She was afraid that I would 
soil my clothing, so she also offered the 
services of her handyman, which I 
declined. Any collector will understand 
how happy I was to sacrifice my clothes 
in exchange for seeing the letters! 

In the next couple of days, I found 
dozens of stamped covers dating from 
1853 to the 1920s. My study of the cor- 
respondence led eventually to an exhibi- 
tion that I entitled, ‘“The Postal History of 
the Barret Family, 1809-1909.’’ As for 
my wife, she learned a great deal of fami- 
ly history from the letters, and she was able 
to tie it all together with her own recollec- 
tions of people and events that her relatives 
had told her about. 

Although the earliest of the letters is 
dated 1809, I was able to learn something 
about the Barrets before that time. Accord- 
ing to fragmentary records, the family was 
of English and Welsh origin, and a number 
of my wife’s ancestors participated in the 
explorations of Hawkins, Raleigh, and 
Captain John Smith. 

William (1580-1652) was Lord Pro-

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prietor of the London Company, which 
was chartered to explore the east coast of 
the North American continent from 34° to 
41° north latitude. His great-grandson, 
John (1748-1830), was mayor of Rich- 
mond. John Barret’s son, Dr. John S. Bar- 
ret, had a son named Benjamin Temple 
Barret, born in 1807. Benjamin was the 
writer or the recipient of many of the let- 
ters in the collection. 

A letter of July 14, 1816, postmarked 
Russellville, Kentucky, reports that a let- 
ter mailed on April 23 had just been re- 
ceived. Another of June 1820 mentions a 
letter from Kentucky to Virginia that was 
in transit for forty days. It continues: ‘‘The 
letter referred to in your last was never 
received. There must be a base misman- 
agement in the Post Office department, & 
not a little of it many of my letters 
miscarry.”’ 

A March 1821 letter from Chillicothe, 
Ohio, says that money is scarce and land 
is $1.25 per acre. An 1822 letter from 
Chillicothe to Virginia states that Dr. Bar- 
ret’s land has been sold fraudulently. This 
letter is marked ‘‘Ch Forwarded 50,’’ dou- 
ble the normal rate. One cover contains a 
bill for goods bought between 1805 and 
1813 and finally paid in 1823. The amount 
due, including interest, was $55.42. 

In 1835, Benjamin Barret started from 
Virginia to Alabama to find farm lands. He 
took with him a party of white settlers and 


~ black slaves, and he traveled eighteen 


miles per day. The trip took seven weeks. 
He wrote from Danville, Virginia, to Rich- 
mond on November 9, 1835, describing 
his trip. By November 30, he had reached 
Indian Springs, Georgia. The letter he sent 
from there has a manuscript postmark and 
““Chd 25 via Richmond.’’ He wrote, 
‘‘What prey the publicans make upon 
travelers, Pd $1 for corn, 1 qt. of whiskey 
cost 20 cents.’’ 

In February 1836, Barret wrote from 
Claiborne, Alabama: ‘‘AI] this is owing to 
the miserable mismanagement of the P Of- 
fice Department which will never be bet- 
ter till the broom of reform sweep out that 
mass of party filth, which has been now 
accumulating for years.’’ Obviously, he 
was no fan of Andrew Jackson, and pro- 
bably was a Whig. In this same letter, he 
mentioned taking the steamboat Noble 
Ohio to Mobile. 

In June 1836, Barret wrote again from 
Claiborne (Figure 4). He mentioned the 
question of independence for Texas, or its 
annexation to the Union, and he reported

7). The cover has several postal markings, 
including a square British postmark with 
rounded corners and, within it, i) Bonar 
““SP13,”’ and ‘‘C’’; a circular New York 
postmark with “94”? and ‘*27,”’ the latter 
probably a date; a «3°. and ‘““ADVER- 
TISED.’’ There also are another indistinct 
English postal marking and a Mobile 
‘Nov’? backstamp. This letter discusses an 
inquiry by Barret concerning the estate of 
the Temple family, who were relatives. 
The lawyer wanted £10 sterling to look 
into it. 

Another 1858 letter returns to a familiar 
theme, complaining about ‘Uncle Sam’s 
servants, the mail agents’? and ‘*long 
delays.”’ 

There is a letter from Selma, Louisa 
County, Virginia, of May 1859. Even 
though postmasters had been ordered to 
use adhesive postage stamps after January 
1, 1856, it bears a manuscript ‘*Paid 3.”” 
A letter postmarked in Mobile on June 28, 
1860, and sent to Benjamin Barret at 
Henderson, Kentucky, has a corner card 
of J.C. Rupert & Co. (Figure 8). It asks 
about advancing funds against cotton 
receipts. 


A letter of February 18, 1853, addressed 
to Gainesville, Alabama, has a blue Rich- 
mond postmark and a U.S. Scott No. 11 
dull red stamp. This was the three-cent rate 
established in July 1851 for distances up 
to 3,000 miles. 

A cover of April 14, 1856, from Gaines- 
ville to Mobile has a ‘“STEAMBOAT”’ 
cancel over the Scott No. 11 stamp. Writ- 
ten under the address are the words ‘‘Eliza 
Battle,’’ the name of a boat that worked 
the Alabama and Tombigbee rivers from 
1851 onward. The letter inside refers to the 
purchase of slaves. Another cover, this one 
dated May 22, 1856, has a ‘“STEAM- 
BOAT”’ cancel on a Scott No. 10. 

On April 7, 1857, Benjamin Barret 
received a letter with the large oval cachet 
of the “REGULAR TUESDAY PACKET 
/ MAGNOLIA”’ sent from Gainesville to 
Mobile (Figure 6). This cover is franked 
with a Scott No. 25, and it also bears a 
“STEAMBOAT” cancel. The Magnolia 
operated on the Alabama and Tombigbee 
rivers from 1853 onward. 

In 1858, a letter of September 12 writ- 
ten by an English lawyer named Somerby 

reached Benjamin Barret in Mobile (Figure

the letter was advertised (Figure 9). Lat 
Benjamin Barret married Louise Mart: 
She was to be my wife's great-grandmoth. 

The most interesting of the Barret c. 
respondence is that from the period of « 
Civil War or, as Southerners prefer to ¢ 
it, the War Between the States. I found s. 
eral letters from Barret’s teenaged s 
Jimmie, who wrote from Hampt: 
Virginia, where he was attending Hau. 
ton Academy. His letters are franked « 
U.S. Scott No. 26 stamps, and some 
“college covers,” with lithograp: 


cachets of the academy buildings (Fig 
10 and 11). 

The earliest of these was postmal 
September 1860 and directed to Mol 
The boy was lonely and worried about 
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that Indians were destroying the mails. He 


also urged the recipient of his letter, Mrs. 


Ann B. Barret, to tell the Richmond post- 
master to send mail via Augusta, Georgia, 
rather than Columbus, Georgia, “‘until the 
Indian War is over.’”’ 

‘‘We are expecting to hear from our 
friends who have gone to battle,’’ he con- 
tinued. ‘‘No news yet, except that troops 
from here had been sent to cut off the 
retreat of the Creeks towards the Seminole 
Territory. . . . I authorized Bet [a slave] 
to court Mary, forward her on to me. She 
will be. content to fatten on Pork and 
taters.’’ 

In a third letter from Claiborne, this one 


written in November 1836, Barret 


reported, ‘‘I had the pleasure of recording 
my vote against the Kinderhooker [Van 
Buren] tho in company with the minority.’’ 

There are four ‘‘Claiborne, A. T.’’ 


' postmarks from 1835-36 in the collection. 


Three of these strikes, including the one 
illustrated in Figure 4, show a complete 
vertical bar, but no horizontal crossbar, for 
the ‘‘T’’ of ‘‘A. T.’’ This is similar to the 
marking dated 1838 shown with D. Ed- 
ward Starnes Jr.’s December 1978 AP ar- 
ticle, ‘‘Claiborne, A. T. — 1818 to 1978.”’ 
The fourth marking, dated February 11, 
1836, shows just the lower half of the ver- 
tical bar. This handstamp was to remain 
in use for many years. 

As I examined the various Barret letters, 
I was impressed with the way the old paper 


" has survived through seventy-eight to 178 


years of poor storage and handling. Most 
of this paper was made of silk or cotton 
fibers, and it is pretty well intact. The 
folded letters are in worse condition, but 
far from crumbling. Paper produced in the 
past seventy-five or so years will not en- 
dure so long, because acid used in its 
manufacture destroys the fibers. Even the 
old newsprint, such as the 1871 clipping 
I found, is still intact. Today’s newsprint 
deteriorates in just a few years. 

There is no correspondence for the 
period from 1837 to 1847. But a letter of 
January 4, 1849, from Richmond to 
Gainesville,- Alabama, has a circular 
postmark in red, with ‘‘10’’ below and a 
manuscript ‘‘Paid.’’ Even though adhesive 
postage stamps were introduced in July 
1847, their use was not yet mandatory. A 
letter dated February 5, 1847, a few 
months before the first stamps were issued, 
shows similar markings (Figure 5).

Then, in a letter of January 21, 1861, 
he wrote: ‘‘There is going to be a conven- 
sion here tomorrow. I wish I had been 
home [Alabama] when the sholdiers were 
firing cannon. I am very glad to no that 
my state has her own flag waving.’’ 
Although Alabama had seceded ten days 
earlier, the cover bears U.S. postage and 
no due markings. 

On February 3, Jimmie wrote, ‘‘I look 
out my window some times and see the 
United States flag waving at Old Point 


' [Comfort].’’ He said he was worried about 


{Cumberland].’’ The Federal forces 
burned the Navy yard and towed the 
Cumberland out to Fortress Monroe. 

‘‘The news arrived this morning that 
Fort Pickens has been taken. . . . The of- 
ficers at Old Point saw our flag on the 
academy and said if Hampton gave them 
eny assult at all they were going to lay it 
in ashes and the accademy especially. . . . 
Father you know Old York [Yorktown] is 
not very far from here. . . . There will be 
a nother battle fought. . . . Another Con- 
wallis [Cornwallis] to serender.”’ 


Finally the letters stop, and on May 29, 


being near the enemy at Fortress Monroe, ~ 1861, the manager of the Barret plantation 


but on February 13, he scolded his father: 
‘You spoke about being brave. I told you 
about Old Point becaus I did not have eny 
thing els to talk about.”’ 

On February 23, he wrote again: 
*‘Father if there is eny difficulty between 
the states I think I had better come home.’’ 
Hampton Academy had a military depart- 
ment, and the boys were drilling with 
rifles. 

Despite Jimmie’s spelling, his report 
card, enclosed in a letter from the academy 
dated February 9, 1861, shows that he was 
good in most subjects except Latin. 


A letter from the boy postmarked April 


wrote from Lauderdale, Mississippi, to 
Mobile that Jimmie was safely in Rich- 
mond. He added: ‘*We wil! write to him 
tomorrow if I can get any stamps as the 
stamp on this letter [U.S. Scott No. 26] is 
the only one I have left. I suppose we will 
be getting Confederate stamps in a day or 
two.”’ 

In fact, he would have to wait almost 
five months for stamps. On May 28, U.S. 
Postmaster General Blair announced that 
all postal service would cease in the Con- 
federacy after May 31, 1861. 

During the war, young Jimmie Barret 
lived in Mississippi, where his new mother 
eventually joined him. Meanwhile, Ben-

in red and blue (Figure 12). ‘‘Last night 
when Mr. Cary [the principal] hird the 
news that fort Sumpter was taken he got 
a cannon and went up to his nees in mud 
to get in a place to shoot her off.”’ 

On April 24, Jimmie was still using U.S. 
Scott No. 26 to frank his letters to Mobile 
— seven days after Virginia had seceded. 
‘IT am not atall afraid to stay in 
Virginia. .. . I suppose you have hird 
about the burning of the Navy yard in Nor- 
folk. . . . They had that large man of war 
in there hands her name is Combiland 
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1867, a sad letter from Barret to his wife 
tells of the boy’s painful death in Mobile 
from yellow fever. 

The Barret correspondence contains 
many examples of U.S. postage used in 
Alabama, Virginia, and Mississippi after 
secession. One letter, postmarked May 3, 
1861, from Lauderdale Station, Mississip- 
pi, to Mobile reports: ‘* . . . but we have 


‘no stamps and there are none at the postof- 


fice for sale, but this morning I borrowed 
one.” The U.S. Scott No. 26 is pen- 
canceled.

In addition to the covers bearing U.S. 
or Confederate stamps, there are also many 
handstamped ‘‘Paid.’’ From Mobile, there 
are ‘‘Paid,’’ ‘‘Paid 5,’’ and ‘‘Paid 10” 
handstamps (Figure 13), and one from 
Lauderdale Station, Mississippi, to Mobile 
is postmarked ‘‘Jun’’ (1861) with a 
manuscript ‘‘Paid 5.’’ The letter enclosed 
is dated June 20, and the new Confederate 
rate for 500 miles was five cents. The 
writer reported, ‘‘One of the local boys 
says that he would be equal to 3 Yankees.”’ 
He enclosed a letter to be mailed, and 
added, ‘‘You will also find a dime, as the 
distance is over 500 miles I believe that is 
the postage.”’ 

One of the Mobile ‘‘Paid 10’’ covers, 
postmarked June 11, 1861, contains a let- 
ter from Barret at Mobile to his fiancee, 
Louise Martin, in Virginia: ‘‘The 
Fatherland is invaded her soil polluted by 
the tread of the most detested race that 
breathes on earth, led by vile native born 
Traitors.”’ 

A Richmond cover postmarked July 17, 
1861, with ‘‘Paid S5cts’’ (Dietz Type III), 
sent to Burnt Ordinary, Virginia, refers to 
the first battle of Bull Run: ‘‘Great 
Manassas victory. The cars are crowded 
with soldiers and civilians going to Rich- 
mond. Confederate flags were waved at 
every railroad stop. Proud I am of our 
whole Southern race, yet I am proudest of 
our Virginia blood, when it is stirred to 
deeds of Noble daring. Poor miserable Old 
Scott.”’ 

Another letter from Barret in Richmond 
to his fiancee in Burnt Ordinary, this one 
dated August 16, 1861, says that Rich- 
mond is surrounded by thousands of troops 
in tents. The Confederacy needs Maryland 
and command of the Chesapeake Bay, then 
held by the Union fleet. ‘‘Then would the 
presumptuous Yankee skulk within his 
own borders and gladly be at peace.”’ 

An interesting soldier’s letter was 
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received by Barret from his nephew, who 
was serving with the Sth Mississippi 
Volunteers at Pensacola, Florida. The 
cover has a Warrington, Florida, postmark 
and ‘‘Paid 5,’’ and the address includes the 
designation, “M&ORR.”’ The letter is 
dated December 15, 1861. 


I will send you a few postage stamps if I can 
get them... . to have a chance at these 
Yankees —__—-_-_-_-$-_ _——_ home on the 
coast if they should ever land I do not think their 
is more than four or five men of war in site and 
not more than 2,000 on the island and Fort 
Pickens if they would come near enough for us 
to get to them we would kill the last rascal of 


them. 


Another soldier’s letter, this one with a 
Norfolk, Virginia, handstamp of October 
14, 1861, is printed ° ‘Mobile Rifles, Com- 
pany K, Third Regiment Alabama 
Volunteers, Entrenched Camp, Near Nor- 
folk, WVa.’’ (Figure 14). The writer 
predicted a long war and said there were 
still no stamps. In fact, the first Con- 
federate stamps were used two days later, 
on October 16, 1861. 

A number of 1861 and 1862 covers from 
Gainesville, Alabama, bear handstamped 
postmasters’ provisionals, “Paid / 5 / 
A.D.Hall’”? (C.S. Scott No. 27XU1) 
(Figure 15). Enclosures refer to the war, 
and one has a recipe for sweet potato cof- 
fee. On the postmark, Gainesville is 
spelled with only one es.

This is a 
long, weighty letter, which explains the 
3-cent postage due stamp (Scott No. J3) in 
addition to the common 3-cent Scott No. 
158 (Figure 19). 

A Scott No. U227 envelope postmarked 
December 28, 1883 (Figure 20), contains 
a letter with news of an offer for the Bar- 
rets’ 160-acre farm near Lauderdale Sta- 
tion, Mississippi. The terms mentioned are 
$750 at once and $750 in one year, with 
no interest. 

A May 30, 188?, cover bears a 2-cent 
Scott No. 210, as well as a 10-cent Scott 
No. El Special Delivery stamp (Figure 
21). This letter was mailed sometime after 
the Special Delivery stamps were issued 
in 1885, but obviously before Miss Ellen 
Lee Barret married. 

A nice cover postmarked September 7, 
1899, at Mobile has a Scott No. 279B, 
Type III, with a flag cancellation and a 
notice in purple ink that, for prompt 
delivery, mail should be addressed to street 
and house number (Figure 22). This is ad- 
dressed to Ellen Barret Ligon in Kirksville, 
Missouri, where she and her husband, 
Greenwood Ligon, were studying osteo- 
pathy. Mrs. Ligon was later a well-known 
physician in Mobile. 

The final cover in the 1809-1909 col- 
lection is dated May 7, 1909, and is 
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Figure 22. Ellen Barret Ligon and her husband, Greenwood, were studying osteopathy in 
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Figure 23. The Ligons were practicing medicine in New York in 1909 when they sent this 
letter to their daughter — Benjamin Barret’s granddaughter — who was enrolled at the 
University of Alabama. The late Margherita Ligon Swift is the source of the Barret 


correspondence.
